Claims 39-44, drawn to a composition comprising a molecule and a 
plurality of pairs of conjugated caps, classified in class 530, subclass 300 
or 350, or class 536, subclass 23.1, depending on the elected species. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions li and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case it is not clear whether 
the product of Group II is actually made by or used in the method of Group I. In either 
case, a peptide, protein, oligonucleotide, etc. can be used in a plurality of methods such 
as binding assays (peptides and proteins) and hybridization (oligonucleotides), which do 
not require decomposition, as recited in the method of Group I. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
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because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
from EACH of groups A-C above for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall 
be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-11,
